Joshua C. Knickerbocker, Judge of the 
“Probate Court of Cook County, was stricken 
with paralysis ut3:45.0’clock yesterday aft 
ernoop and sank into ainconsciousness short- 
ly afterwards. At3a.m. he was still alive 
but not expected to live over three hours. 
Atthe time of the stroke he and A. C. 
Bartlett, the hardware man, were playing 
pool at the Calumet 
Club. The game stood 
seven to seven. It was 
Judge Knickerbocker’s 
shot. : 
“fT have. you,” he 
said, smiling to Mr. 
Bartlett as he chalked 
his.cue and calculated 
the bearings of the 
last ball on the table. 
The next instant his 
cue dropped on the 


tabie. 
“My right arm feels 

as if I had stuck my 

gUDGE KNICKERBOCKER funny bone,”’ he said. 
He expressed himself as feeling a little 
faint, sand he would go into the eafé and get 
agiass of water and return to the game. 
While Mr. Bartiett waited Judge Knicker- 
bocker walked into the café, the adjoining 
room, and called for the water. He drank it 


the Judge’s unsteadiness and signaled wo 
Robert Rattery, a waiter who was standing 
near, tohelp him. As the Judge continued to

room and made for a chair, but he would 
have fallen before reaching it if the boy had 
not caught him.

'“My brother,” said John J. Knickerbocker, 
11:30 o'clock last night, “has suffered a 
mething apoplexy, which has developed into 
Stroke of paralysie. The physicians have 
made no statement as to the possibility of re- 
Covery. His condition is critical..”’ 

The news spread from the club, was tele- 
Dhoned down-town, and everywhere aroused 
the deepest regret. 

A constant stream of callers poured into 
cud to learn the details of the attack and 
the prospect of recovery. Among them 
were Judge Tuley and others connected with 
the judiciary, John 8. Cooper, a friend of 
twenty-five years’ standing, ana C. D. Pea- 
cock, with whom Judge Knickerbocker has 
lived the last ten or twelve years.

Judge Knickerbocker belonged to no 
church, though he sometimes attended Dr.

Cooper. “No one, however, could have had 
a more Christian nature.”’ 

Judge Knickerbocker endeared himself to 
a large circie of friends by his sunny disposi- 
‘tion and genial way of taking life. His mental 
traits strikingly conformed to his physical 
traits. His body was large, rotund, and gave 
out the impression that it was the abode of 
good spirits: He played chess. He played 
every game of cards. He played billiards 
and pool He liked good eating.. He took 
wine at meals. 

Judge Knickerbocker also enjoyed a tramp 
through the marshes ona crisp morning 
after duck. He was one of the best amateur 
shots around Chicago. Asa member of the 
Tolleston and Neepenauk Clubs he gained an 
extended reputation, not only as a good 
story-teller before the club-house hearth, 
but for his success in making large “ bags.” 

“Tt is a proverb at Tolleston that any 
morning Judge Knickerbocker can’t make a 
bag nobody else negd try,” said a member. 
“One morning he bronght in 116 ducks.” 

Judge Knickerbocker’s integrity was never 
doubted. ‘‘ When elected Judge hesold every 
doliar of stock he owned in local corpora- 
tions and invested his Money in real estate,” 
said a friend. “He made the change because 
he thought a Judge should never be habie to 
come in business qg@ntact with possible liti- 
gants before his court.” 


SKETCH OF A BUSY LIFE. 


Joshua C. Knickerbocker has been a resi- 
dent of Chicago for over a quarter of a cent- 
ury. His facher, David, was one of the pio- 
neers of McHenry County, LUlinois, from 
whick locality the family removed to this 
city when Judge Knickerbocker was 23 
years of age. Here he studied law and was 
admitted to practice before the Supreme 
Court in March, 1862. In 1867 J. J. Knicker- 
bocker joined him asa partner, ana previous 
to the fire they had obtained a good general 
practice. The great fire destroyed the li- 
brary of the firm—“burned them out” com- 
pletely—but they resumed their professional 
labors with unabated vigor. Judage Knicker- 
bocker served as Supervisor from 1564 to 1867, 
was Alderman from the First Ward from 
1865 to 1869, and his course gave such gen 
al satisfaction that in 1868 he was elected 
tne Twenty-sixth General Assembly. Here 
he acquitted bimself so creditably that 
in 1869 the Republican County 
Convention nominated him by acclamation 
for Probate Judge, put the entire ticket was 
defeated: In 1875 he was appointed a mem- 
ber of the State Board of Education to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death of John M. 
Foster, being reappcinted in 1887 for a term 
of six*years. In October, 1877, he was chosen 
Probate Judge, and at that time his law part- 
nership was dissolved. Judge Knicker- 
bocker organized the present Probate Court 
in December of that year, under the pro- 
visions of an act of the General Assembly 
approved durimg the previous April. In 1882 
he was reélected, and has at present juris- 
diction over some of the most important and 
intricate questions which come up for settle- 
ment before any court—the estates of minors, 
lunatics, spenithrifts, and drunkapgs. 

Judge Knickerbecker was born in Gallatin, 
Columbia Uounty, N. Y., Sept. 26, 1887. His 
ancestors for several generations had been 
natives of Columbia and Dutchess Counties. 
In the spring of 1844 his father rémoved to 


farmer, and djed there in 1874. Im August of 
the same year his wite followed him. Judge 

Knickerbocker was educated in the common 
schools at Alden, where he also taught school 

for a time previous to coming to Chicago. 


IN THE RIGHT ON PUBLIC AFFAIRS. 


A Leader ofthe Common Council When « 
Member of That Body. 

‘ “For more than twenty-five years I have 
known him well,”’ said Ald. Arthur Dixon 
last evening, speaking ot Judge Knicker- 
bocker, “and I never knew a better man. 
He was always a leader, fought hard for 
those things which he thought were night, 
and his record in public service was without 
a stain. Ue spent four years in the Council, 
having been twiée elected, the first time in 
1864 and the second in 1866. 

“ His career was a brilliant one. He was 
the leader of the Council during his two 
terms and took an active part in all things 
that came up.. His work against the meas- 
ure granting the Lake-Front to the Illinois 
CentraLis historieai. He battled nobly tor 
his side in this matter, not onby in the Coun- 
cil, but in the Legislature as well, of which 
latter body he waa elected a member in 1869, 
serving two terms. Avery Lawson, L. L. 
Bond, C. G. Wicker, John Comiskey, Pat 
Rafferty, and other notables were im the 
Council at the time Knickerbocker was there, 
and were among his best friends. | 

“ His fight agaimst granting franchises to 
street-car companies and gas monopolies was 
also a great one. He went heart and soul 
into everything in which he took any inter- 
est at all, fighting for every measure as he 
would have fought for his life, or opposing it 
with equal vigor. Anything which Knicker- 
bocker was for came pretty near going 
through every time, and those things which 
he fought against bad a pretty hard struggle 
to keep the course originally shaped for 
the m. 

JOHN WENTWORTH'S FRIEND. 

‘He was by far the most able man in the 
Council at that time and Mayor Rice leaned 
on him for support more than any other man 
in Chicago when he was at the helm of the 
city’s affairs. His advice was always sought 
in trying times and he seldom advised 
wrongly. He was the most intimate fnend 
of ‘Long John’ Wentworth, the latter con- 
sulting bim on all important matters wherein 
his welfare was interested. I don’t believe 
there was any man in Chicago or apywhere 
else of whom ‘Long John’ thought more of 
than he did of Judge Knickerbocker.

“ He was a leader in all public affairs, no 
meeting which was called to consider a 
thing of interest to the city being complete 
without his presence. He was povular with 
the Germans, and at all times received their 
hearty support. 

“Judge Knickerbocker was purely a self- 
made man, having come here a poor farmer’s 
boy from McHeary County. He studied law 
with Judge Bradwell in the oid Metropolitan 
Hali. He was a good man in every respect.”

A RETURN ENGAGEMENT BEGINS MARCH 10. 


The lights are out. The curtain is down. 
The melody of ** Home, Sweet Home” may 
be lmgering regretfully under the golden 
ceiling, but the Italian opera season 1s over, 
and Patti, Tamagno, and the rest are speed- 
ing away to Mexico. 

Patti and “ Home, Sweet Home” opened 
the Auditorium and the last audience of the 
season was dismissed by the same priestess 
with the same gentle benediction. The one 
occasion was almost as big as the other, al- 
though it lacked the presence of the heavy 
men of the Nation who helped to make the 
opening night impressive, 


Carriages began to roll up to the Congress ‘ 


street entrance atl o’clock, and from that 
time till the curtain rose on ‘The Barber of 
Seville” the street was choked with equi- 
pages and pretty women in stunning matinée 
gowns streamed through the lobby and filled 
the great opera-hali till the brilliancy of the 
floor fairly rivaled the biaze from the semi- 
circles of electric lightsin the ceiling. Before 
the parquet circle and the boxes were filled the 
baiconies were jammed; before the bDal- 
conies had 500 persons the dollar-seat people, 
who come early and stay late, had loaded 
down the topmost gallery, that is up so high 
that it looks like a strip of loose plaster from 
the ceiling. The speculators for once realized 
their expectations and sold out their tickets 
as fast as they could hand ‘them to the eager 
crowd. At 1:30 asest in the circle was not 
to be had for a barrel of money, and twenty 
minutes later hundreds of women were 
roosting up on the gallery steps anda tip- 
toeing over five rows of men in the 
foyer, vainly attempting a peek at the 
-old-gold curtain and the fiddlers down below 
it. Still people were pouring in thronebd all 
the entrances. Carriages kept roiling up, 
dames in furs and silken frocks were rust- 
ling in, ushers vainly attempted to seat one- 
tenth the people who waved coupons at 
them,fand the first act was half over be- 
fore the bustle in the house ceased and Patti 
became enjoyable. : 
PA@’TI RESPONDS. 

The madame was rarely pretty as Rosina 
and she seemed to be in the spirit of the au- 
dience yesterday more than she had ever 
been before. She sang and acted and was 
comely, with all her best skill, and O! gra- 
cious idoi! she condescended to answer two 
encores. The shrewdness that has saved 
her: voice for twenty-five years of wear 
meited in the heat of a tremendous welcome, 
ané the madame sang several thousand 
dollars’ worth of song for.nothing. © 

It was in the singing lesson scene of “The 
Barber” that sbe came forward with the 
shadow song from “Dinorah.” Now was 
the time for anencore. A mighty storm of 
applause swépt down from the galleries and 
crashed over the stage. Figaro Marescalchi 
put his fingersin his ears in mock terror. 
For a moment Patti seemed to hesitate. She 
was coy even in the face of such a tufnuiltu- 
ous recall. But at last she stepped forward 
with her hand on her heart and courtesied 
her assent. The applause ceased for a mo- 
ment and then broke forth again in another 
storm, when the bows began to creep across 
the strings in the melody of ‘ Home, Sweet 
Home.” The prelude ceased and with 
it the applause. Patti’s first night- 
ingaie motes rippled over the foot- 
lights in an unbroken,  obreathiges 
silence. The great house was hushed. Not 
the slightest rustie of a skirt broke the fair- 
ness of the melody. When the last cooing 
note of the first chorus had melted there was 
a wild roar from the pits and the balconies, 
The madam sang the second verse as weil 
as sbe had sung the first, and never when 
her voice was youngest and freshest did she 
sing the first verse better. Men and women 
rose from their seats and cheered. as she 
drew back, bowing and smiling. 
The baiconies rained programs and 
handkerchiefs on the pit. Six thou- 
sand men and women can make 
much noise, and these six thousand were tax- 
ing their powers to the limits. The madam 
tried asmile. It failed to allay the tumuls 
She tried three or four bows.

PATTI’S NERVE. 

So Pattisang. She whispered to the con- 
ductor of the orchestra, and the band struck 
up Arditi’s “kiss waltz,” “Il bacio.” The 
audience recognized it and cheered. 

Patti sang it beautifully, but she won more 
hearts by one act than by all her go- 
prano trills, with all proper respect 
to the trills, which were not slow. 
While she was warbling the most 
delicate passage in the song there was a 
crash of glass and a splintering of wood that 
sounded ominous. It was so sharp and sud- 
den that it sent a tremor through the house, 
and the audience looked apprehensive for a 
moment. The crash must have been dis- 
tinct to Patti, for it came from 
behind the scenes, where some 
workmen had smasheda skylight, but she 
never turned or moved a foot. She flushed 
a trifle, but her notes did not waver. She 
was the picture of self-composure. She 
only indicated that she had heard the noise 
by slightly waving her-hand, The influence 
of her nerve reassured those in the audience 
who may have felt a little panicky, there 
wasalaugh anda burst of hand-clapping 
for the courageous singer, and the song went 
rippling on just as though nothing had oc- 
curred. . 

The applause was almost as stormy after 
the kiss song as it had been after “ Home, 
Sweet Home,” but Mme. Patti had sung all 
she was going to and she answered no more 
calls. The opefa went on with as much 
spirit as ever. The musical smart people 
said the masterpiece of comic opera had 
never been better given. The curtain slipped 
down at 5:80 o’clock, the electric light blazed 
across the arches, and the greatest opera 
season in America or the world was over.

Archbishop Ireiand Deules 4 Story Recvent- 
ly Sent Out from Baitimore, 

St. Pavt, Minn., Jan. 4—([Special/|—A

Gambling in Chicago was dealt another

place at No, 134-Clark street was raided, but 
as Friday night, when card-playing was 
given a severe setback by the raid on Morris’ 
establishment, there were circumstances 
which robbed the blow of its wholesome 
effects and made of the pretended raid a 
farce. - | 

Last night nearly every cambling-house on 
the Souta Side was open. There was no pre- 
tension ‘to “run on the quiet,” but instead 
the gamblers openly defied the authorities. 
Every house was weil patronized in the early 
part of tne evening—Hankins’ especiaily so. 
lt was Saturday night, the great night of the 
week when his gaming-rooms are crowded. 
At tbe various entrances to the estab- 
lishment the “spotters” kept a sharp 
lookout. for detectives. Officers Miller 
and Amstein were seen flitting to and fro on 


.Clark streét with other Central Station de- 


tectives in-.tow. They were seen to hold 
mysterious conferences in hallways, and they 
were closely watched, but Hankins’ spotters 
knew their place was safe till mid- 
night’ At that hour it seemed as if every 
empidyé of the house knew that a raid was 
coming: ‘Did they close up? No. As many 
of the dealers as could possibly be spared 
sought a place of safety, where the owners 
of the house had already preceded them, and 
then everything was ready for the * raid.” 

Hankins’ two floors were crowded with 
players, but the house did not wish to lose a 
minute’s play by notifying the victims that 
they were soon to be arrested, Faro, stud 
poker, hazard, and roulette were being played 
with small stakes. The room was hazy 
with tobacco smoke and stifiing with the 
fetid atmosphere. Liquors were being served 
by employés of the house to all who wished 
them, that the players might not for a moment 
be withdrawn from the tables. Tis quiet 
excitement of gambling was apparent in 
every face. 

ARRIVAL OF THE POLICE. 

It was a littie after 12:30 when Detective 
Congdon, unknown to the spotters of the 
housé¢, entered Hankins’. He mingled with 
the crowd of 200 people, and when a knock 


. was heard on the heavy door and Amstein 


and Miller requested admission and were 
refused -he stepped forward to open 
the door, As he did so a heavy 
blow with a sledge-hammer was dealt the 
door by the officers outside. The sound had 
an electrical effect, for it was the signal for 
every man in the house to stop plaving. 

“ The house is raided!” was the cry.

The door was struck another blow, but | 
Hankin’s door is the strongest in Chicago- 


and the hammer had no effect. 

“We'll break that door in if it takes all 
night,’’ said @ voice outside. The doorkeeper 
then decided to let the officers in and did so. 
But many of those inside hai aiready 
taken advantace of the delay. Nearly 130 
bad made their way to the roof, escapifig in 
that way. When the police got in but seven- 
ty of the inmates were left. These were 
carted off to the Harrison Street Station in 
patrol-wagons from the Harrison Street, 
Gentral, East Chicago Avenue, and Des- 
plaines Street Stations. Two tables were all 
the paraphernalia the officers thought of 
taking with them. 

SCARCELY A BONA FIDE RAID, | 

It was only a bona fide raid in the sense 
that a good many players were captured. 
The proprietors and managers of the estab- 
lishment were informed early im the even- 
ing that the raid was to be made about 12:30 
o'ciock, and the latter instructed the 
dealers, who went to jélunch at 
11:30, not to return uatil after 
the excitement had subsided. This included 
nearly one-third of all the employés, and they 
were permitted to stand on the sidewalk and 
enjoy the spectacie of their fellow laborers 
being loaded into the patrol-wagons. They 
did most of the hooting as the victims were 
brought down the narrow stairway and 
marched through the crowd to the wagons. 

One ofthe best known ‘dealers in the place 
stood on the opposite side of the street taik- 
ing toa party of friends. “We knew the 
raid was coming,” said he, ‘“‘and I was told 
to hola down the outside until it was over, 
when I was to return and open up again.”’ 

Twenty minutes after the “‘ raid ’’! Hankins’ 
employés were getting things in shape again, 
anid in a short while the games were runnimg 
again, with the certainty that they would not 
again be molested. 

A CONDON HOUSE VISITED, 

Half an hour before this raid the officers 
got into one of John Condon’s houses—No. 14 
Quincy street—but not till after the house 
had done a good business. Condon was not 
there, of course. Seven players were ar- 
rested, Ben Williams being booked as keep- 
er. This is the first instance of a raid on one 
of Condon’s houses, and of course this shows 
the impartiality of the police in making the 
gamblers quit business. 

WHAT WAS DONE ON THE WEST SIDE. 

Early last evening detectives from the 
Despiaines Street Station made around of 
the gambling houseson the West Side, but 
found no games going on. Every house ap- 
peared to be closed, and the green fields on 
which the tager disported were fenced in and 
covered over. And yet there was 4 rumor 
that later on some of the houses were having 
a quiet game for those who could be relied 
on not to expose the places. The officers on 
exhibiting a search warrant were admitted 
freely into all the houses. 

Butif the gambling-houses were closed 
the back rooms of many saloons were con- 
veniently open, and poker took the piace of 
faro. Cozy little rooms where thirsty mor- 
tals could formerly sit down and havea drink 
were closed last night to strangers and the 
clatter of chips could be heard.

Lonpon, Jan. 4.—Wild rumors of every 
sort are coming from Spain by the dozen to- 
day. Revoluuon or mon’ seems to 
be in the air of the old Monarchy of Castile 
and Aragon. Two or three pew Ministries 
are formed there daily, if one can believe 
correspondents, and revolutions,are kept on 
tap to be produced when a new sensation is 
demanded. The @last story is ‘hat the jate 
fire at the opera-House, sup ly due to 


the mismanagement of the electric lighting » 


apparatus, was a murderous plot to create a 
panic during which the Queen Regent and 
the Infanta Isabella were to be gotten rid of 
by personal endeavor if fire and smoke 
proved insufficient. 

The Liberals have seized upon the occasion 
to dilate upon each inherent wickedness with 
as much zest as if they believed the story. 
This 1s the tendency of Hepublicanism, cry 
the former, and may be taken as an instance 
of what the terrible * Reds” are capabie of. 
The latter faction charge the clergy with de- 
siring to remove the mother of the King be- 
cause she is a foreiguer and cannot be 
ruled by the priesthood as readily as is 
thought desirable, The mind of the infant 
monarch must be formed while.it is suffi- 
ciently plastic. Already the young sprig of 
royalty shows tendencies toward independ- 
ence and self-will, and there is great danger 
that if he is not placed'at once under proper 
guardianship he can never be sufficiently im- 
bued with the unquestionable submission to 
the church which should be the preiminent 
characteristic of a good King of Spain, 

Aims of the New Kadicals. 

The new Kadicals, who have come to im- 
agine that they own the Liberal party end 
are going © manage the Empire entirely in 
their own way, are not content with Mr. 
Gladstone’s verbal acceptance of their ad- 
vanced program, so far as he could adopt its 
limits with reason and sense. They are now 
starting a movement to obtain a dominant 
share in the management of the party, The 
active managers of the National Liberal 
Federation have hitherto been chiefly the 
Leeds Radicals, Kitson and others, with Mr. 
Schadhorst, Mr. Herbert Gladstone, Mr. Ar- 
nold Morley, etc. But these gentlemen, if 
tne new Radicals have their way, will be 
obliged to take a back seat. If the uitra- 
Radical purpose obtuins good headway-Mr, 
Jacoby will supersede Mr, Morley as the 
whip, and the Leeds'set will be replaced’ by 
men drawn from the Labouchére-Bradlaugh 
circle of agitators, with permanent head- 
quarters in London,+IJIt is beleved that such 
a change in the personnel ofthe party 
would mean some alterations in its 
policy; and Wat, if the Labouchére 
set should really obtam a predominent infia- 
ence in the party councils, Mr. Gladstone 
would nolonger keep the supreme cvuntrol, 
This would be a bad thing for the party, but 
would ultimately, of course, bring about the 
justification of Mr. Gladstone’s policy and 
methods. The new Radical element is not 
willing to gratify Mr, Gladstone’s desire to 
pursue a consistent and wise course, em- 
bracing chiefiy the question of home rule, 


swhich, in Mr, Gladstone’s mind, means the 


welfare of the working and tenant classes 
throughout the Empire. The new Radicals 
are hungry for local and personal gain; and 
would sacrifice the general good ot the King- 
dom to attain their special and extravagant 
objects, and they hate Mr. Gladstone for his 
quiet and conservative methods. As a result 
of this unhappy condition of things it looks 
as if home rule would not be grantea without 
a long struggie yet, the. violent socialist agi- 
tators not caring much whether it is ever 
granted so long as their merely personal 
aims are satisfied. According to their pres- 
ent talk they will no, longer consent to post- 
pone a single cle of their program, either 
to please Mr. Giadstone or to gratify the Par- 
nellites., ; 
Consul Johnston in Central Africa. 

The Government has received intelligence 
of the safety of Mr. Johnston, British Con- 
sulat Mozambique, who is traveling through 
the interior of Africa. and who is charged by 
Portuguese papers with having intrigued 
with the natives against the Portuguese in 
the territory along the Shire River. Mr. 
Johnston has pacified the Karangos and sub- 
sidized Kotakota, and has by treaty securod 
Western Nyassa to the British. The Porta- 
guese reached Katungas, where the remain- 
ing Makololos, trusting to British protection, 
refused to surrender the British flags that 
had been presented to them, when called 
upon to do so by the Portuguese commander. 
The Portugu thereupon again searchea 
the steamers compelled them to lower 
their ensigns. Fighting in Africa is believed 
to be certain. 

The African Lakes company of Glasgow 
has telegrams from ite agent of the same 
tenor, adding that the Portuguese crossed 
the River Puo, boarded the company’s steam- 
ers, and hauled down the British flag. 


Will Parnell Give Up the Leadership. 

Mr. Parneli’s friends are naturaHy using 
their utmost endeavors concerning Capt.

The royal family is much disturbed by the 
informauon which comes from Berlin, that 
the Duchy of Baxe-Coburg-Gotha is to be 
absorbei by the German Empire upon tne 
death of the present Grand Duke. The 
Prince 6f Wales is going to Berlin to remon- 
strate against this step, As the Kaiser has 
already given his adhesion to Prince Bis- 
marck’s proposal thus to absorb the province, 
nothing is really hoped from the visit of the 
Prince of Wales.

CLEVELAND IN RAILROAD POLITICS. 


Probability That the Ex-President Will Be 
@ Rapid Transit Commissioner. 
ALBanNy, N. Y., Jan, 4.—[Special.|—Mr. 
Grover Cleveland makes his reéntrance into 
railroad politics in the Husted Rapid Tran- 
sit bill. Mr. $Cleveland’s last connection 


with New York railroad bills was when, as’ 


Governor, he signed the Broadway bill which 
Mr. Jacob Sharp had passed through the 
Legislature. This Husted Rapid Transit bill 
is making the biggest stir that there has been 
mace in politics in Albany since the last 
Senatorial fight. The bili was drawn in 
New York by a lawyer .who is said 
to be Mr. Cleveland, though he 
doubtless did not draw it unaided. It con- 
stitutes a new and rmanent ne transit 
commission, to consist of three publicans 
and two Democrats to be named in Ahe bill, 
with the Mayors of New York and Brooklyn 
as ex-officio members. Gen. Husted refused 
to say who would be named in the bill as the 
Commissioners. 

“Is Mr, Cleveland one of them?” he was 
asked. 

“Mr. Cleyeland would be an excellent 
Commissioner,” said Gen. Husted. “He isa 
man of high character, well known, univer- 
sally respected, and a ft man. I will not 
say that he is one of the Commissioners, but 
I will say that his name has been suggested 
for consideration.”’

* A Fine Question of Precedence, 

It seems from details which are now leaking 
out that the ticklish question of precedence 
among the royal mourners at the funeral of the 
late King of Portuga) led to a conflict of opinion 
even in the royal palace itself. The burning 
point for decision was whether the Duke of 
Aosta or the Duc de Montpensier should have 
the pas of the other. The Court Master of Cere- 
monies, the Count d'Alcagovas, ' finding it impos- 
sible to decide between the rival Dukes, the 
matter was referred to the King himself, who 
decided that his uncie, the ex-King Amadeus, 
should have precedence of the Duc de Mount- 
pensier. 

But this by no means pleased Queen Amélie, 
who at once took up the cudgels for the latter 
Due, ber relative, Atlast when the question 
had to Be finally settled, as the King refused to 
give way, his wife asked him to at least give his 
reasons for putting the Duke of Aosta before the 
Duc de Montpensier. His Majesty's answer was 
this: “IL give my uncle the pas.”’ said he, ** be- 
cause he has been the sovereign of the Duc de 
Montpensier,"’so that the latter has actually 
kissed his band as his subject. Clearly, then, 
2 subject should net have precedence of one who 
has been his King.—London Figaro, 


Restoration at the Vatican. 

The Pope has ordered the complete restora 
tion of the Borgia apartment at the Vatican. 
Prof. Seitz, who is the author of some beautifal 
frescoes in the Sala dei Candelabm, in another 
part of the Vatican (which bas been restored 
and eenriched py Leo XII. with a splendid 
murble pavement) is to retouch tne celebrated 
paintings of rinturicchio, which cover the walis 
of the historic apartmefit.

LONDON, Jan. 4.—Another sensational epi- 
sode in the Cleveland street scandal is about 
to burst on the public. Twenty-two men im- 
pleated, no and otherwise, have just 
fled Englas It is said that by the time 
Scotland Yard has finished, none of Cleve- 
land street’s habitués will be left in Engl and. 
The police know all about the case aud bave 
the names and descriptions of the offenders. 
kn the first place all the buys were captured 
and made to confess. Some knew names; 
others gave accurate descriptions, enabling 
the police to shadow the parties their 
residen Théir addresses were thus se- 
cured. Others wWere only suspected. To 
these men letters were written giving them 
sO many heurs to get out of the country. 

Of the twenty-five suspects recently 
warned, twenty-two fled, showing the re- 
markable accuracy of the boys’ information. 
The total number of absconders is sixty. 

Will Mrs. Maybrick Be Pardoned ? 

A gentioman who claims the highest au- 
thority says that Mre. Maybrick, who is 
serving a life sentence for poisoning her hus- 
bund, is to be pardoned by the Home Secre- 
tary. The matter, aftera long and careful 
consideration, has, he declares, been decided 
in her favor. 


Bernhardt as Joan of Are. 

All Paris today is talking of Mme. Bern- 
bardt’s appearance last night in “Jeanne 
d’Arc.” The role of the young martyr is in 
some respects beyond Sarah’s powers; ‘it 
does not call out those qualities of tigerish 
ferocity for which Bernhardt is so well 
known. Thesacred musicof Gounod seemed 
to hold her down asif with silken meshes 
and to prevent her from taking the button 
from the point of her foil. She never appears 
to such an advantage as she does in the roles 
of M. Sardou. The spirit of Jeanne d’Are, 
so far as the character of that extraordinary 
woman prevades French history, is symbol- 
ized by Mme. Bernhardt. -This is the Jeanne 
d’Are of French4magination. Other concep- 
tions aré put aside. There is the maid of 
Shakspeare, who was willing to plead that 
she was with child to save herself from 
an execution that was to become martyrdom. 
There is Voltaire’s profane conception. 
There is the ideal maiden warrior whom 
Mgr. pk gt ty strove in vain to have 
canonized by the Pope as among the patron 
saints of France. Canonization is a problem. 
Where saintly honors are concerned the 
Vatican .moves slowly. But whether the 
Maid of Orleans goes an the sacred page or 
not, her Memory is canovized in the hearts 
of the people of France. It was this senti- 
ment to which Sarah Berntardt appealed. 
Althoug® it was appointed that Jeanne 
a’Arc Was, in the bloom and “joy 
of her youth, wt die an ignomin- 
ious) «6s dea at the hands of her 
treacherous ri age ay her work was done. 
She drove the English outof France. The 
spirit she awakened made foreign rule im- 
possible. The sympathy surrounding her 
misfortufes, the resentment of the treach- 
ery which brought her to her doom, the te- 
lief that she was a martyr for France, were 
fatal to English prestige. We saw the same 
in the case of Napoleon. if that unfortu- 
nate and badly whipbed Emperor had been 
allowed to escape to America after Water- 
loo he would have been of no more value in 
French politics than foolish Boulanger is now. 
Persecution invarisbly endsin tne giory of 
the persecuted. St. Helena madethe Sec- 
ond Empire. The burning of Jeanne d’Arc 
and the fames which enve 7 her stake 
fused France intoa nation. This historical 
reflechon was the animating thought of 
Mme. Bernhardt’s acting. She was the in- 
carnation of the piety, enthusiasm, and valor 
of France. 

The foliowing arein detail the costumes 
which Mmé, Kernhart wore during the piece. 
In the first act_her costume is almost identi- 
cal with that of “Faust’s’’ Marguerite—a 
gray dress with a blue corsage, white sleeves, 
two goldén bioude tresses of hair hanging 
over her shouiders. This in the third act 
is chan for a .warrior’s costume of 
white ther reaching to the. knees 
and .open.on the siics to the waist. 
On 4 white star outlined with gold over her 
breast is a medallion of the Virgin and Child 
in blue And gola. Her arms and legs are en- 
cased if jointed steel armor, and she wears a 
casque,. At the coronation Sarah wears a 

hite kid doublet covered with. gold fleur de 

s, the game medallion on, her braast. Her 
light biae velvet sleeves are embroidered 
with gaid lines, and her legs are covered 
with close-fitting white kid hase. On her 
feet aré long pointed white shoes, and in her 
white gauntieted hand she carries the 
standard. In the prison scese she wears a 
becoming aud effectivecostume. It consists 
ot adoublet of gray cloth, cut in irregular 
pointe round the edge and worn over tan- 
colored suéde tights slightly wrinkled. In 
the last scene, at the stake, she wears a sim- 
ple, lohg white robe, something after 
th®@® fashion .of Capuchin monks, with 
a  \ white girdle and ample sieeves. 
Sarah Goes not wear a wig, but her own hair 
falls to her sboulders and is curied to stand 
out, with a straight hanging frizz over her 
eyes. The costumes of the other actors are 
the simple garbs of priests, monks, and 
higher dignitaries, and they make an effec- 
tive pieture in the last acts. The costumes 
are historically accurate, and the stage car- 
ventry is up to the mark, .The scene of the 
interior of the Cathedral of Rheims is effec- 
tive. The fifteenth century costumes with 
the high steeple-like head coverings of the 
women are quaint and picturesque. 

M. Amguste Viti of Figaro writes: 

Suchis this marvelous spectacle, as fascinat- 
ing as 6 vision and as striking as reality. The 
effect Was 60 immense that it would be impossi- 
ble to exaggerate its intensity. The audience 
reached that physiological state in which not 
even the most skeptical person could seek to 
hide either excitement or tears. 

one praising Barbier’s work the critic 
asks: 

What shall be said of Bernhardt, except that 
she was thé initiator of this glorious revival, as 
she is #6 ‘soul? She surprised every ore—ser 
passiopate admirers as well as her critics—With 
the extraordinary and irrésistible force she gave 
to the patriotic outburts of the heroine. Her re- 
plies te the Judges and to Warwick can never be 
excelled in the range of tragedy. There was no- 
body bat felt a thrill ashe heard the prophetic 
cries of the valiant maid. 

Hector Pessard in Le Gaulois says: 

The epopee of “Jeanne d’Are” has so pene- 
tratedinto the most delicate celis of the French 
heart, We are so. impregnated by the suave odor 
which clings to the character of the heroine, that 
her story, however rudely told, moves and en- 
chants, us. But such is the grandeur of the 
heroine that the anguish of drama was never 


more poignant than when,in her bare and nar-

Burguhdian Pharisees. Bernhardt, impregnated 
like a pythoness by the breath of the deity, 
ceased to

Referring to the music the same critic 
says: .

Dr. Hoffman oceupied a room at the Al- 
pine flats, Broadway and Thirty-third street. 
At about half-past 6 o’ciock this morning Po- 
liceman John Stewart of the West Ttirtieth 
street Police Station found Dr. Hoffman act- 
ing queerly in the street near the Al- 
pine. He was flourishing a_ revolver 
and shouting at the top of his voice. 
The policeman arrested him: and took him 
around to the station-house, wrere he was 
put into acell. An hour later he became so 
vioient that an ambulance was sent for to 
take bim to Bellevue Hospital. The severity 


\of Dr. Hoffman’s attack of the influenza was 


such that he was unable wo sleep. His friends 
believe that he took some drug to induce 
sleep, witch, in conjuncuon with the heavy 


‘doses of guimine he had admistered to him- 


self, helped to unsettle his mind.

BOSTON’S LONG DEATH LIST. 


Extraordinary Mortality There—Daven pert 
Has Many Cases. 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 4.—[Special.]--The in- 
fluenza ahd erratic character of the weather 
have wrought sad havoc the last week, as the 
extraordinary death rate reported today by 
the Board of Health shows. - The deaths for 
the week in. Boston number 348, nearly 100 
greater than was ever recorded before for 
asimilar period. High death rates in the 
past have almost invamably been caused 
by those diseases pectihar to children; 
but in the present case most of the 
deaths are among adults, there being, for in- 
stance, but thirty-six deaths of children un- 
der 1 year of age, about an average number 
for this seasou of the year. The influenza 
has made its effects felt in the increased 
number of fatai cases of pneumonia, bron- 
chitis, consumption, and heart disease, it 
having served to invensify each of these dis- 
eases.

An Interesting Chapter in the Life of Jennie 
Stubel, Opera Singer. 

New York, Jan. 4.—[Special.)—Some 
American friends of Fraulein Jennie Stubel, 
at one time a dashing opera singer at tne oid 
Thalia Theater, have lately received letters 
from her that seem to throw a new light on 
the Austrian Archduke Johann’s resignation 
of titles and royal preogatives which startied 
the world a few months ago. The Prince re- 


turned to private life not on account of dem-: 


ocratic tendencies, but in order to marry 
Fraulein Stubel. His retirement was in the 
nature of a surprise to everybody, not ex- 
cepting Jennie. 

**[ was dumfounded,” she writes, * when 
Johann one fine morning, on entering my 
room, stated that all obstacles which pre- 
vented our marriage had been removed. 

*** Has the Emperor given his consent?’ I 
asked. 

*“ * No,’ he said, ‘and I have not asked him 
for iteither. I am no longer a member of 
the imperial family.’ Then he explained all 
and added: ‘* Will you become Frau Johann 
Orth ’? 

“] was terribly angry. I meant to marry 
the Archduke, not the man, and he, in the 
siniplicity of his heart, unwittingly had 
spoiled my fondest hopes by throwing his 
titie to the dogs.” — 

The correspondence further states that 
Jennie broke off her relations with the ex- 
Archduke entirely, and that both parties 
may weil be congratuiated in this, as it now 
turns out that the failure of the Vienna 
banker, Alfred Knoller, left Johann a com- 
paratively poor man. 

Jennie Stubel is well known to the German 
theater-goers of New York as a voluptuous 
beauty and a piquant singer, who made her 
American début in the fall of 1880. She had 
been the star of the #riedrich Wilhelm The- 
ater in Berlin before Conried captured her 
for his Bowery temple, and her record as 
@ heart-breaker had preceded her. The great 
Berlin publisher, Hoffman, put ua codicil to 
his testament decreeing that his eldest son 
should be cut off with a penny if he married 
Jennie Stubei.

The Injunction Suit Against Joha M, Ward 
to Be Heard Tomorrow, 

New Yor«K, Jan. 4.—[Special.|—Monday the 
greatest case that has ever come up ih any court 
in which a base-ball clib or player was interested 
will be called before Judge Morgan J. O’Brien in 
the Supreme Court chambers. It is the suit of 
the New York club against John M. Ward, the 
former shortstop of the club, in which the former 
asks for an injunction restraining Ward from 
taking any further part in the formation of the 
new Players’ League and to compel him to play 
at least one more season with the New York 
League club. 

The papers in the case were seryed on Ward 
Dec. 23 last, and Jan. 6 was named as the day 
upon which he was to make answer. Since the 
serving of the papers the league people have had 
nothing to say, and the players, beyond expres- 
sions of confidence, have said just as little. 

Judge Beacon has not the slightest idea but 
that Ward will win his case. He is not pre- 
pared to say anything as to what defense will be 
submitted, but he feels assured thatit will be 
strong enough to make it plain that the players 
cannot be held as is claimed by the league mag- 
nates. Mr. Beacon has had several consulta- 
tion with Juage Howland as to what course they 
will take, and how everything isin shupe for 
Monday. The league men, on the other hand, 
feel just as confident. The point that they will 
make their fight on is: When a player signs 
@ contract does he give an option on his 
services for the following season? If the 
courts decide that he does, then the league must 
win its suit. If they decide that he does not, 
then the pluyer is free from any cimim that the 
league may have had on him. At the office of 
George F. Duyster this morning that gentieman 
would not admit that there was the slightest 
possible chance for failure, and he, like the man- 
agers of the club, said that the courts must de-

A Conference of Strikers and Officials 
Called at Evansville, Ind. 


EvANnsvIL1e, Ind., Jan. 4.—[Speciat.|—The 
situation of the freight conductors’, brake- 
men’s, and switchmen’s strike on the Mack- 
ey system took an encouraging turn this aft- 
ernoon, with prospects of an early settie- 
mentof the troubdie. President Mackey this 
afternoon telegraphed the Terre Haute com- 
mittee to come w this city for consultation, 
to which the committee responded, arriving 
at 8:15 tonight. The Terre Haute and local 
confmaittee will jointly hold a private meet- 
ing with Mr. Mackey, who is said on reliable 
authority to have agreed to concede all the 
demands of strikers except che discharge of 
the Master of Transportation, who, it is said, 
will be allowed to resign within the next few 
weeks. 

It is not likely, however, that a satisfactory 
agreement can be made except by the re- 
moval of Mr. Hurd. A rumor is aiso in cir- 
culation to the effect that Mr. Mackey’s in- 
tention 1s to usfer Mr. Hurd to the office 
of-Master of Transportawon of the Louis- 
ville, Evansville & St. Louis railroad and 
place Mr. Lowéil, now occupying twat posi- 
tion, in*Mr. Hutd’s present office. Tnis,: the 
strikers say, will not be accepted. It is a 
case of disch of a continued strike. Mr. 
Mackey has summoned the Louisville, 
Evansville & St. Louis committee from 
Huntingburg, Ina., and the Peoria, Decatur 
& Evansville committee from Mattoon, Li. 
They will arrive here and hold a consulta- 
tion tomorrow morning. 

MATTooN, Ill, Jan. 4.—[{Special.)—At 3:30 
this morning freight traffic ceased on the 
Peoria, Decatur Evansville railroad, by 
the conductors, brakemen, and yard crews 
striking in sympathy with their fellow work- 
mén on the other Macwey lines in Indiana. 
Two cars of lave steck were moved from 
Mattoon to Toledo this evening by a special 
train in charge of the yard crew. President 
Mackey has invited a committee from this 
city and committees from Evansville to meet 
him tomorrow and discuss the situation. 


TEXAS MURDERERS TO BE HUNTED DOWN 


Gov. Ross Thoroughly Aroused Over the 
Affair In Angelina County. 

Avsttn, Tex., Jan. 4.—[Special. |—The Gov- 
ernor offers a reward of $250 each for the 
arrest and conviction of the parties encaged 
in the killing of the two negroes Dec. 26, in 
Angelina County. The Governor has an offi- 
cial report of the affair, which is not pub- 
lished because publication would prevent the 
arrest of the guilty parties. He says he 
believes it was a brutal murder for the grat- 
ification of a base and unmanly prejudice 
against a helpless portion of the population, 
and he is determined to use all constitutional 
means at his disposal to test the power of the 
law to give security to the persons and prop- 
erty of all persons alike, and a failure shail 
not be justly chargeable to the Executive. 
Hé bas furnished the Sheriff of the county 
and District Judge Hightower with a copy of 
the report and demanas a most rigid and 
thorough investigation. He says that in the 
event of an armed obstruction, or interfer- 
ence with the full discharge of the officer’s 
duty, he will send a foree to subdue ali law- 
less resistance. 

An officer reports that the whole southern 
part of Angelina County is in the hands of 
the mob and their syn.pathizers, and that the 
colored men had jeft their homes, together 
with whites who object tomobvrule. it isa 
wild and swampy region, in which outlaws 
havi for years defied the law or been able to 
evade the officers. Goy. Ireland endeavored 
tor two years to arrest a band of murderers 
hidden there, and in Gov. Ross’ first term 
these outiaws were killed while resisting ar- 
rest up to the last.

Reduction iv West-Bound ag Well as in 
East-Bound Rates.

JEFFERSON DAVIS AND HIS BONDSMEN. 


He Never Said a Word of Thanks te Any 
‘ of Then. i 

Betievir1e, Tit, Dec. 81.—[Editor &f the 
New York Sun.}—In the Sun of today is an 
autobiographical sketch of Jefferson Davis, 
in which Mr. Davis says that Mr. Greéley, 
Mr. Gerrit Smith, and other eminent North- 
ern citizens "went upon his bail vond—“ not 
from motives of personal regard, but entirely 
as a matter of justice and mght.” | 

In September, 1871, Mr. Chase went to see 
Gerrit Smith at Peterboro. Iwas with nim, 
and we staid at Mr. Smith’s house for nearly 
two weeks. One day at dinner Mr. Smith saia 
that he had gone upon Mr, Davis’ bail bond 
because he had feit that the treatment to 
which Davis had been subjécted was mark- 
ediy unjust; Davis being, in fact, neither 
better nor worss in his political actionh than 
any others of the Southern leaders im the 
Rebellion; that he had become oneof his 
bondsmen for this reason, and aiso bécause 
he wished todo what he Gould to nestore 
good feeling between the sections. He said 


that it had often occurred to him as @ curi- [ 


ous circumstance that Davis had never made 
the least sign to indicate that he was aware 
that he—Smith—had gone upon his bond. He 
had asked Greeley if pews had ever «made 
any sign to him, to which Greeley tad re- 
sponded that he pever had heard one word 
from Davis on the subject, eivher directly 
or indirectly. Smith seemed toe think 
that thi silence implied some want of s€nsi- 
bility om the part of Mr. Davis; but Mr. 
Chase said that in his opinion Davis’ silence 
was peculiarly proper. “ What conhid he 
have said,” asked Mr. Chase, “that would 
have been adequate? Had he said anything 
he would have said too much or too iittile.”’ 
Mr. Smith consented, after a few minutes, 
that this was no doubt the true view of the 
matter.

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AFTER THE ALASKA SEALS. 


Two New Companies Formed te Bid for the 
Privilege ef Catching Them, 

San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 2.—The Alaska 
Commercial company will bave livdly com- 
petition in bids for the fur seal monopoly. 
Besides the oppositaon of the newly organ- 
ized North American Commercial cempany, 
EK. J. Balawin, better known as “Lucky,” is 
likely to bein the field in connection with 
other capitalists. 

When asked about the rumor to that effect 
Mr. Baldwin said: “I am trying to erganize 
a company which will bid against the Alaska 
Commercial company, and wiil attempt to se- 
cure the privileges of capturing seals in 
Behring Sea. We have not yet permanently 
organized, however, aud i prefer noj to give 
any namesuntil we have-done so. Several 
of those I expect to join are now out of town. 
Probably nothing will be fixed until early 
next week. 

“If we do incorporate we will have a num- 
ber of good men and we will mean business. 
There will be strict justice done, too, you can 
rely on that. If our bid is one cent over 
those of our competitors we will get'the con- 
tract. The buildings and plant now used by 
the Alaska Commercial company will not 
give it much advantage in bidding, as they 
are now many years old and rather anti- 
quated. I see another company has just been 
formed which will of course compete for the 
privilege, although it evidentiy wants to keep 
it quiet for the time being.”

The Matter Taken Up by the Library and 
Counell Committees. 

The Council Committee on Public Library Site 
met with the Library Board Committee yester- 
day to take action on the resolution of the old 
soldiers that one-fourth of Dearborn Park be 
given them foramemorial building. Messrs.

& Co.. boilermakers and machinists, at No. 176 
West Superior street. Schneider conducted the 
same line of business during the time of the 
boodle board. Then his business was a large and 
profitable one. 

When the prosecution of the boodlers began 
Schneider was enticed. away from the city by 
the State’s Attorney and putin charge of an 
officer, who piloted him over the country for 
several months to keep him out of the reach of 
the boodlers' and their influence. At the de- 
sired time Schneider made a confession which 
practically convicted the Commissioners. For 
this reason Schneider was not prosecuted. 

After the trial Schneider's business ran down 
and in ashorttime he failed, but subsequently 
resumed on asmaliscaie, But the business has 
not been profitable. He was not at his place of 
business after the failure or at his home, No. 56 
West Huron street. His friends say itis not 
probable that he wiil again resume. is claims 
against the county on account of boodle con- 
tracts have not been paid.

DRAINAGE TRUSTEES AND USELESS MAN- 
DAMUS PROCERDINGS. 

* The Board of Canvassers refuse to issue 

certificates of election to the gentiemen who 

were elected Drainage Trustees. 

No one questions that the Board of Can- 
vassers have no doubt as to the, parties 
actually elected, ana yet they retain their 
certificates. Their action 1s not justitied under 
apy aspect of the case. They ciaim that by 
such refusai they afford an opportunity for 
the courts to settle the constitutionality of 
the Drainage law and the powers conferred 
on such Trustees. Nothing of the kind. 
They say begin mandamus proceedings 
against them and thus settle the powers of 
the Trustees. 

Mandamus is a collateral proceeding, and 
under it no question can be raised except the 
question of the election of these gentiemen, 
whose election noone doubts. It will not 
settle a single question as to the constitution- 
ality of the law or of the powers conferred by 
the act. 

The Supreme Court, as late as 1884, in the 
case of The Peopie vs. Trustees of Schoo! 
decided this exact question, though it had 
frequently been decided before. 

The question arose over the organization 
of school districts, and the court refused to 
pass upon the legality in a proceeding by 
mandamus. The court said: 

“Ttis urged thas a number of essential 
acts necessary to the organization of a legal 
corporauon are wanting, that the act coffers 
no such power. Under the well-estabiished 
and uniform practice of this court the objec- 
tion raised cannot be considered in a coliat- 
eral proceeding. When the legality, or rather 
the existence, of a corporation is to be ques- 
tioned it must be done by a direct proceeding 
in the nature of a quo Wwarranto or scire 
facias. 

“The legality of a corporation cannot be 
attacked in a collateral proceeding. A pro- 
ceeding in mandamus is of: no more compre- 
hensive jurisdiction than a court of equity 
and is as powerless to deciare a corporation 
illegally organized. We are aware of no 
case that holds that in mandamus the court 
can exercise any jurisdiction belonging to 
the proceeding by guo warranto.” 

In the case of Seer ys. Drainage Commis- 
sioners, 125 Lli., 47, decided in 1888, it Was 
attempted to question the iegality of the 
organization of a Drainage District by cer- 
tiorari, but the court refused and referrea 
the parties to the Quo Warranw act, and 
said: 

“if the Drainage District was not legally 
incorporated here is a’complete remedy pro- 
vided by the statute where ‘the question may 
be determined and settled in a direct pro- 
ceeding, and if the petituoner desires to call 
in question the validity of the organization 
of the district he must proceed under this 
provision of the statute.” 

It was said in Osborne vs. The People, 1% 
Ill., 226: * That the legality of the organiza- 
tion of a corporation cannot be attacked and 
generaliy éxamined only in a direct _proceed- 
ing by quo warranto.” 

Any proceeding by mandamus will simply 
delay the matter, and at the end of the man- 
damus proceeding the Trustees will simply 
be where they were in the beginning. They 
will then have their certificate of election 
and will for the first time be ready to test 
their powers by bringing a proper suit to the 

Supreme Court. 

They should not be defeated in the per- 
formance of their duties by the headstrong 
action of the Canvassing Board. Let them 
proceed atonce and organize without their 
certificates of election if the board does not 
issue them. They have been elected. The 
certificates of the Canvassing Board are 
only evidence of the election. 

In the case of The People vs. Kilduff, 15 
LiL, 492, the Supreme Court said: 

** Brewster is admitted to have been elected. 
He has been duly qualified and assumed the 
office and entered upon his duties as Mayor. 
This he may do; the legality of the election 
and the rights, duties, and powers do not de- 
pend upon the fact of the declaration of the 
Board of Election. That declaration is proper 
and is usual practice, but withholding it or 
neglecting carelessly or illegally to make it 
will not prevent the installation and invest- 
meutof the office. The authorities, rights, 
and powers of such officers are derived from 
the election and not from the returos, which 
are the usual prescri evidences of it.” 

Let the board organize and proceed to busi- 
ness in case the Canvassing Board refuse 
them their certificates of election.

HOW TO ABATE THE SMOKE NUISANCE. 
The special committee on the smoke 


nuisance has at last prepared a report. The 
nub of it is the following, which will be 
offered as a substitute for the present ordi- 
nance on the subject: 


Sec. 2,651. The owner or owners of any boat or 
company controlling locomotive engine, and the 
person or persons employed as engineer, fire- 
man, orotherwise in the working of the boiler or 
boilers or machinery in said boat, or in operat- 
ing such locomotive, and the proprietor, lessee, 
and occupant of any building, and the person or 
persons em ployed as engineer, fireman, or other- 
wise in the Management of any steam engine or 
boiler connected with, or used, or operated in 
said building wno shall permit or allow dense 
smoke to issue or be emitted from the smoke- 

. stack or chimney of any locomitive or building 
within the corporate limits shall be deemed and 
held guilty of creating a nuisance. and stall 
upon conviction thereof for every'‘offense be fined 
i. &@ sUm not less than $ nor more than $59. 
Provided, however, that the penalty shall not ap- 
ply tothe person or persons employed as engi- 
neers, firemen, or otherwise if the proprietor or 
employer thereof shall have failed to supply « 
device for the suppression of smoke, but said 
pepaity shall apply to said lessee, proprietor, or 
occupant. 


The new feature is the imposing of a pen- 
alty on the stoker, .who has hitherto been 
outside the law, the proprietor or lessee be- 
ing the only person fined for a nuisance 
which the stoxer was the most potent agent 
in creating. The committee, after months of 
thorough investigation, has reached the con- 
clusion that there are devices which abate 
from 75 to 90.per cent of the smoke and gen- 
erate more steam from the same quantity of 
fuel, so that economy dictates their use.

The effect of the ordinance will be to raise 
the wages of good, careful men. As for the 
bad and careless ones the sooner they cease 
to be stokers the better. It may be admitted 
that at present in many places the engineer 
has few incentives to do his duty, If he 
works barder and does better firimg his pay 
is pot increased. It his chimney emits no 
smoke all the others in the neighborhood do, 
and he gets little eredit for the pains he has 
taken to keepdown the smoke. Being as full 
of human nature as most people he'does not 
propose to go to extra troubie if nobody eise 
does. But when he knows that failure to do 
his duty means a fine and careful perform- 
ance of 1t may increase his wages he will 
take a different view of things and do better 
work. | 

As the committee believes that the smoke 
nuisance can be stopped, it does not recom- 
mend the compulsory use of anthracite ina- 
stead of soft coal. This would be the last 
and most desperate remedy. It would mean 
the additjon of nine or ten million dollars 
yearly to the expenses of those quarterod in 
the business district, and in some cases the 
expense would be more than the busivess 
could stand. Itis doubtful whether such an 
ordinance could be gotten through the Coun- 
cil in the face of the combined opposition of 
the great coal mining, railroad, and manu- 
facturing interests which would be injuri- 
ously affected. 

There is but one point the committee leaves 
untouched, and that is a vital one—how to 
make sure of the enforcement of this ordi- 
nance by the city authorities after it has 
been adopted. Unfortunately ordinances do 
not execute themselves. Citizens who have 
created smoke and similar nuisances do not 
go unasked to the police court, surrender 
themselves, bear witness against them- 
selves, and yoluntarily pay the fines im- 
posed on them. There have to be vigilant 
public officars to look after offenders, swear 
out warrants for them, testify against them, 
follow up the matter when an appeal is 
taken, and see that the city gets its rights. 
Can the present Mayor be relied on to ap- 
point such men? If not the ordinance wil! be 
of little use. 


HOW TO MAKE THE CHICAGO RIVER 
CLEANER, 

The State Board of Health is demanding 
urgently that the quantity of water passing 
from the Chicago into the Desplaines River 
be increased from about 38,000 to 120,000 
cubic feet a minute. It insists that this be 
done for sanitary reasonus—for the sake of 
this city and-.of the river towns which have 
to put up with its concentrated filth. Ag it 
will be about a year before the Drainage 
Trustees will be in shupe to do anything 
this demand for increased dilution is ad- 
dressed to this city. It1is ‘a proper one, and 
shouid be complied with. 

Friday the Mayor, some of the Aldermen, 
and other officiais took a trip to the Bridge- 
port pumps to look over the ground and dis- 
cuss the situation. It was their intention to 
have gone to Summit, but they found that 
the canal pumps are not now running and 
that their tug drew toomuch water for the 
canal yoyage. As but little sewage had been 
removed of late they found the South Branch 
in shocking condition, needing only a sum- 
mer sun to breeil an epidemic. 

Two pians for furnishing relief were pro- 
posed. One—the Mayor’s—would make 
things worse than they are, except for nui- 
gance breeders, The other—Ald. Dixon’s— 
would better matters. Mr. Cregier renewed 
his proposition to cut a channel from che 
canal at Western avenue to the western ter- 
minus of the South Fork, the idea being 
that a portion of the .water thrown into 
the canal by the Bridgeport pumps 
will escape through this ditch and 
create a current in the South Fork, 
bringing the sewage with which ‘it is.corged 
down where the canal pumps can get a 
chance at it. This scheme would not in- 
crease the quantity of water finding its way 
into the Despiaines, and would add greatly 
to the filthiness, already nearly intolerable, 
of that which goes there. Instead of in- 
cregsing the dilution it would intensify the 
stench. Therefore the State board and the 
river people will have none of it. 

Singuiarly enough the Mayor did not sug- 
gest that the money for the ditch he wishes 
cut, and the additional machinery he wishes 
bought, should be furnished by those pack- 
ers and others who make the South Fork so 
foul. He seemed to imply that the expense 
should be borne by the general taxpayers, 
whodo not commit the nuisance, while it 
ought to fall on those who do. The Mayor’s 
scheme is, when analyzed, nothing but an 
attempt to furnish improved drainage facili- 
ties to the packers free of cost. They are to 
be rewarded for the filthiness of the past by 
having facilities offered them to be stili dirt- 
ier in. the future. In view of the fact that 
these concerns in and about the Stock- Yards 
region, which are now within the city limits 
and can be disciplined by it, cause two-thirds 
of the pollution of the South Branch the 
Mayor’s suggestion is rank with gall. 

No doubt the South Fork is in shocking 
condiuon. But the first thing to be cone 
with it is to prevent the further inflow of 
sewage from the twenty-three packing- 
houses which drain intoit. As the gas com- 
panies have been ordered to build settling 
tanks for their refuse and not let it run into 
the river, so these packing-houses should be 
ordered to do the same thing, and the order 
should be enforced. Until the state of things 
in the South Fork improves, which it will in 
time, not one of them should be allowed to 
drain into it. They should dispose of their 
waste animal matter in some other way. 
They can find one if they try whicu will be 
more profitable and less offensive than the 
present one. 

Ald. Dixon’s plan is to dredge out the 
Ogden Ditch to the Ogden dam and erect 
pumps there which will throw at least 40,000 
cubic feet of water into the Desplaines, He 
also proposes to clear out the bed of the 
Desplaines to expedite the flow, and by 
raising the canai banks and bridges to add 
to its capacity so that it will take 80,000 
cubic feet.. It isestimated that the totai cost 
of these things will not exceed half a million. 

Where is the money to come from? No- 
body has ventured a suggestion. The total 
city assessment is but two hundred millions, 
so that the 2 per cent lumitatuon allows only 
four millions to. be. in the form of 
taxes for general purposes. There is a 
source of more revenue which the Mayor 
does not seem to have thought of. That is 
the 4,500 saloons. To raise their license only 
$100 (from $500 to $600) would produce half a 
million additional revenue, and the increased

He would have been considered a bold 
prophet who a year ago had predicted that a 
four-weeks’ season of Italian opera could 
have been initiated in Chicago and car- 
ried through successfully, eyen with the at- 
tractions of a new house like the Audito- 
rium, four prime donne, and the greatest of 
living Italian tenors to boom it. Yet such 
has been the result! Credat Judaus! It 
does not follow from this that Italian opera 
hus come to stay, or that it baés been perma- 
nently resurrected, but the fact remains 
that it bas made a strong bid for pop- 
ular favor. The final outcome 
told better after the German troupe, 
now performing at the Metropolitan, New 
York, bas had its innings with the same 
advan s of the splendid staging which 
the Auditorium affords. If it be true, as re- 
ported, that the present troupe will return in 
March and the Metropolitan troupe will ap- 
pearin April, the two seasons will be close 
enough for a lively competition and odious 
comparisons. 

Be that as it may, the present season has 
been an extremely satisfactory one as a 
demonstration that the Auditorium has. been 
all and more than its managers claimed for 
it as an opera-house. Indeed, itis difficult to 
see wherein it could be improved in this re- 
spect. In all matters pertaining to the com- 
fort and convenience of an audience, such as 
seating, promenading, cloak rooms, retiring 
rooms, smoking rooms, Garriage service, 
ushering, temperature, and ventilation, a 
‘want long felt among opera-goers has been 
satisfied. The sight lines of the house 
are admirable. Every seat commands an un- 
interrupted view of the stage. The acoustics 
are perfect. On the last benches of the 
upper galieries ang at the extreme rear of 
the main balcony, which is the farthest point 
away from tne stage, being 266 feet from the 
footlights, the fajntest pianissimo tone, even 
the swish of a dress, is distinctly audible. 
This is a matter of no small moment in the 
construction of a house upon Which so much 
money has been expended. Had it failed in 
this respect it would have been most dam- 
aging. The resources of the stage for 
operatic representation caunot fail to be an 
attraction for managers. In spaciousness, 
equipment, and ease of handling it is beyond 
all question the finest in America. In sky 
effects, distances, perspectives, horizon lines, 
and even in little details to produce realistic 
outdoor effects and representatiqns of natural 
phenomena, it stands unexcelled.

Does it 
give us sharper weapons, more noble horses, 
more supple silks, more refreshing fountain 
more beautiful women, or more lovely flowers 
Flowers, perhaps. In their hothouses, like the 
harems in which the voluptuous shut up the 
beauties of every race, the gardeners of the West 
collect the flowers of every clime; and the art of 
man has invented some new ones. Our eyes have 
admired foses unknown to the songster of Gul; 
but have those new roses any sweeter perfume 
than those that were scattered by the beloved of 
Saadi? Do they fade less rapidiy than the red 
roses planted upon the tomb of Hafiz? 


The alleged Persian philosophy is correct 
from the genéral points of view. Chicago 
realizes the emptiness of all vanities and 
pomps. She knows that her roses will fade 
like those of Saadi and Hafiz. She would 
gladly retire from the competitions of Vanity 
Fair, which are but Dead Sea apples, and 
abandon the constant monotonous grind of 
progress which only leads to heights where 
the dead and gone of ancient days once rested. 
She would willingly give up her cults and il- 
luminations, her labors and her mighty en- 
terprises, loaf and invite her soul and give 
herself to poesy and love, to lutes and bul- 
buls, and other blooming delights which are 
so dear toher and which she is so well qual- 
ified toenjoy and appreciate. Chicago is by 
nature and taste a lotus-eater, but the time 
for her jotus-eating is not yet. She cannot 
afford to be lazy so long as parvenu 
New York is stil! sunk in the siough of pro- 
vincialism. Not until Chicago has lifted her 
out of it; set her upon her feet, brought her 
to her Exposition in 1892, and shown her the 
way to higher and grander planes and ac- 
guainted her with the .Good, the True, and 
the Beautiful will she cease to set her an ex- 
ample. When she has done this, when her 
missionary work has been accomplished and 
New York, spurred on by her example, rises 
to higher lines of effort ana ambition—then 
she will gracefully give herself to poesy and 
love wifh the careless and luxurious insou- 
siance of the dréamy, wide-eyed Orientals 
themseives.

There aré 
numérous devices to prevent it, but their 
life is short. The intense heat necessitates 
frequent repairs. The only practical way to 
get rid of the nuisance, so far as the tugs are 
concerned, is for them touse the more ex- 
pensive fuel and increase their towing bills, 

‘thus distributing the charge over the entire 
merehant marine. As for the railroads, they 


can certainly afford to provide their switch- 


ing engines, which are at present a great 
nuisanee, with fuel a little more costiy than 
soft coal. They must remember that they 
oweia duty to the community as weil *s to 
their stockholders, | :

4 BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCH 


Of Rev. Hric Sandell, Professor in 
the Swedish Dept. Baptist — 
Theological Seminary. 
Morgan Park. 


The many readers of this paper will, no doubt,

mind. How it came to be connected with the 
individual McGinty he could not surmise, and 
it was not till the day of this writing that he 
learned the facts. A newspaper paragraph 
conveys the information that the author 
acknowledges that he took the air for Moc- 
Ginty from the old. song of the wooden- 
legged soldier. 

Now comes the most curious part of the 
whole affair. The third member of the 
American trio, as soon as he had realized the 
importance of the late Mr. McGinty in the 
community, went out and bought the melo- 
dious record of his misfortunes.

In the whole 
length of the song just nine consecutive 
notes are identical in both pieces, and no 
more; and yet, in a popular sense, “ McGin- 
ty”? and * The Old Soldier” are set to tae 
same music.

One phrase only 
makes ‘** McGinty” unique, and the same 
pbrase caught the attentuon of the third man 
when he heard it in Paris.

Musically that phrase makes both songs. 
What follows or precedes it is of little conse- 
quence, and many a composer of popuiar 
songs, recognizing this, pays but scant atten- 
tion to his melody beyond one phrase. That 
he works over, or waits for, as the case may 
be. It 1s that which makes the song 
“catchy ’’; it is that which people whistle. 

From this comesa kind of devay, so to 
speak, in popular compositions, 
majority of people sing by ear—that is, from 
memory. The prin notes have no siz- 
nificance to them, and therefore no power to 
fix and retain the melodious impression in- 
tended by the composer. AS @ consequence 
atune as accepted by the public is fre- 
quently modified as compared with the 
original. There is little doubt that 
the melody of “The Old Soldier,” as 
printed above, is different from the meledy 
originally set to the words. The notes here, 
however, are exactly expressive of the way 
the St. Louisans rendered the song. Even 
in “McGinty” the first three notes are not 
usually whistled according to the score. The

J. Morgan to be Commissioner of Indian Af- 
fairs shall be confirmed by the Senate, and, 
as possibly var B some influence on his 
case, that you w like from me, as a mem- 
ber of the court-martial by which he was 
tried in Chattanooga during the war, sucha 

statement of my knowledge and views as I 
may be able and willing to make. 

At the tume Gen. (then Col.) Morgan was 
tried by court-martial I had known him for 
a year or more. -Our camps had been con- 
tiguous for much of the time. For some 
months he was my brigade commander. I 
had ample opportunity to become well in- 
formed as to his neral character and 
habits, as well as to capacity and stand- 
ing as a solpier. 

While he and I were never socially inti- 
mate, our intercourse having. sane almost ex- 
ciusively official or semi-official, I knew bim 
to be an officer of much more than ordinary 
force and capacity, and I fully believed him 
to be also a conscientious and thoroughly 
honorable Christian gentleman. 

When, therefore, charges were preferred 
against him by one of his regimental officers 
— I was detailed as a member of the court 

which he was to be tried my attitude was 
a fferent from that of mostof the.other mem- 
bers of the court, who were entire strangers 
to the accused. I took a personal interest in 
the case, scrutinized the evidence, especially 
with reference to the provision of the article 
of war which makes the intention an impor- 
tant part of the offense, and as the case pro- 
gressed was greatly surprised at the result of 
yotes Which were taken from time to time by 
the court,and when the final vote was reached, 
utterly dissented from the action of the ma- 
jority, Py which, however, I was of course 
bound. felt entirely satisfied that the 
charges were not sustained by the evidence, 
and upon a reéxamination of the record afew 
months ago was fully contirmed in the cor- 
rectness of my corclusions, and that the sen- 
tence of the court was entirely unjust; a 
view that was evidently taken by Gen. 
Steedman at the time, as indicated by his 
order disapproving of the action of the 
court. 

With the record of Gen. Morgan since the 
war lam pre tty well acquainted. For some 
years he resided in this city. He las always 
occupied positiens of dignity and responsi- 
bility, and in no case so far as I have heard 
has he failed to win the respect anda confi- 
dence of his fellows in his sphere in life. 

In what I have said or may say or do in 
support of bis confirmation [have no vossi- 
ble motive bevond my desire to have justice 
done t© a brave soldier and to a -cityzen 
whose record has in every respect been a 
credit to himself. and his country.
